Soil conservation legislation 
passed last year in Australia 
places definite restrictions on 
the right of any person to use 
land in any way that might lead 
to erosion. It provides for the 
stablishment of soil conserva- 
tion districts wherever 60 per- 
cent of the farmers occupying 
land in any area sign a petition 
calling for the setting up of 
such a district, The duties of 
the district boards are largely 
educational but they have also 
the power to take punitive mea- 
sures where erosion is being 
caused by the neglect of a farm 


er.
